- After the first ontbreal-of the 
fico. oxplosion fo'lowod oxplosion— with 
startling rapidity and it was impossible to 
make any attempt to extinguish the flames 
whioh had, in a few minutes, enveloped tho 
whole building, constructed entircly of 
bamboos and timber. ‘The cause of the 
conflagration was vory soon known, and 
added tu tho alarm and panic already ox+ 
perienced by all the residents in tho neigh- 
bourhood. On tho preceding day a large 
quantity of ammunition, tliclading several 
hundred eases of shells, rifie cartridges,-and 
powder, had been disombarked from the 
lighter Cua-cam, juat rotarned from Sontni, 
and had been temporarily stored alongside 
the artillery workshops ond forge. -A spark 
thrown from the latter during the shoeing 
of a horse act fire to some bamboo shavings 
or chips, which ignited ono of the boxes uf 
anmunition, As the latter exploded one 
after anothor they carried destruction. all 
around,. the shells bursting in the air and 
séattoring their fragmonts in all directions 
for a distance of several hundred yarda. A 
space of about six acres iu.extent, on, which 
hud been erected the stores and houses of 
many of the most enterprising civilians.of 
Hanoi, 09 well ag tho barracks and stables of 
the ariillery, was in tho courss of about 
two, houra reduagd te a wvnste of “ashes,

Many of tho casva are very hard, as 
anything in tho way~of insurance is 
impossible here, ‘and yroat indignation -is 
movat justly felt at the unsoldiorly and most 
inexplicable negligenca. of the official re- 
aponisble for the transmission of the ammu- 
nition returned from Sontai, It is said. that 
this materiel was uuloaded from tho lighter 
on the. 26th and was stored cithor inside, 
or atthe back of the workshop, only for the 
night, as carts were on their way from the 
citadel. to tratisport it thither at the time 
tho accident occurred, But what man in 
his senses would allow several tons of pow- 
der and charged projectiles to be stowed in 
proximity ‘to a blackamith’s forgo? The 
officer responsible for this culpable reektess- 
ness should certainly consider himeclf 
fortunate if he escapes with an ignominious 
dismissal’ from the servico.. I have heard 
that the Admiral has promised to press for 
an indemnity from the Goverument to thi 
civilian sutferers, as the torrible consequeti~ 
ces werg not the result of ordinary accident 
but wero directly caused ‘by the grosacat 
neglect or stupidity on thoy iof a Govern- 
ment official, It is certain, only just that 
some compensation should be made to the 
ruiued unfortunates, but I fuar that if any 
reparation be mado, it will bo after long 
delay. ‘The total luss, independent of Goven- 
ment property, would ‘probably be -abuut 
$60,000.
